If | 
saw smoke I'd call it in on the 
radio, which was my only 
contact with the outside world. 
The only people | saw that 
summer were sheepherders who 
happened to wander into the 
area. Whenever they came by, 
we’d spend some time swapping 
tales and stories.

were lightning arresters up on top 
of the cabin, and they were 
attached to cables that ran down 
to the ground. When the storm 
came through | remember seeing 
big blue balls of electricity 
running down those cables, 
which was kinda scary. Another 
ranger had advised me that the 


best place to be during a storm 
like that one was on the bed in 
the cabin, because there were 
insulators on the bedposts, and 
the bedsprings were grounded. 
That’s where | spent a lot of my 
time that day." 

Bob Poole is a forester. A park 
ranger. For thirty-five years he 
has worked in Colorado as a tree 


nurseryman, grasslands manager, 
and fire fighter. And though for 
most people such variety seems 
incredible, for Bob it's routine. 
The roots of Bob Poole's 

adventures—and many thousands 
of other Forest Service employees 
like him—began in 1891. In that 
year President Benjamin 
Harrison, recognizing the need 


for proper management of our 
nation's forests, set aside 13 
million acres’ worth of "forest 
reserves." In 1897 Congress 
created the Bureau of Forestry to 
manage those reserves. 

Gifford Pinchot, often regarded 
as the "father of American 
forestry," became the first chief 
of the newly created bureau, 
which eventually came to be 
known as the Forest Service. 
Pinchot believed that the forest 
should be managed in a way that 
would bring "the most good to 
the most people for the longest 
time.” 

Today the national forest 
system includes more than 186 
million acres of public lands. As 
many as twenty-one thousand 
full-time Forest Service 
employees—including biologists, 
engineers, timber and recreation

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specialists, fire fighters, and 
wilderness rangers—are the 
caretakers of these lands. And 
each has a specific job to do. 


INDY TENCICK is a 
timber management 
specialist in the San 
Isabel National Forest 
near Salida, Colorado. She 
decided back in high school to 
pursue a Forest Service career. “l 
grew up in the country outside of 
Laramie, Wyoming. My family 
always had a big garden, and 
there were always a lot of 
outside chores to do. | knew I'd 
never be happy with a desk job. 
So the Forest Service seemed like 
a good alternative.” 

Cindy’s job involves a lot of 
fieldwork. Much of her time is 
spent taking inventories of timber 
resources in the San Isabel 
National Forest, as well as 
supervising timber sales. 

"Because I’m a woman, a lot 
of people are surprised when | 
tell them | work with loggers,” 
she says. ‘I’ve never logged, but 
| know what's important in terms 
of minimizing impact on the 
environment. If loggers plan to 
skid their logs out through a 
meadow, I'll try to work with 
them on developing a better 
route. Dragging logs through a 
meadow can really tear things 
up. These guys are out to make a 
buck, which isn’t all that easy 
with the kind of timber:we have 
around here. And there have 
been times when they have been 
reluctant to work with me. 

“They say the forest belongs to 
everyone, and really that’s true. 
But if everyone did exactly as he 
pleased, he’d be ruining the 
resources for others. That’s why 
it’s important to have some rules 
and regulations. My job often 
involves getting a logger to see 
thing from the point of view of 
the environment as a whole." 

Educating the public is also an 
important part of Lee Kirsch’s 
job. Kirsch lives in Leadville, 
Colorado, where she works as a 
wilderness ranger. ‘‘What a lot of 
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Church group volunteers help reroute 
part of Buena Vista’s Main Range Trail. 
people don't realize is that the 
wilderness is very fragile," Kirsch 
says. "l've seen people breaking 
branches off of trees that are 
struggling to survive up around 
the timberline. Up there a tree 
that is only a couple of feet high 
may be as much as thirty years 
old. That kind of added stress 
can do a lot of damage." 


URING the summer 

Kirsch spends much of 

her time patrolling the 

backcountry. For her, 
being out in the forest may 
involve talking with campers, 
hauling out garbage, maintaining 
trails, or enforcing Forest Service 
rules and regulations. 

“We don't write out that many 
tickets. And | don't like to think 
of myself as a wilderness cop," 
she says. "But there are times 
when that's what you have to do. 
When it comes to littering, | just 
love to catch people. Sometimes 
it seems like we're providing a 
backcountry maid service. 
People leave so much trash out 
there." 

People like Bob Poole, Cindy 
Tencick, and Lee Kirsch have 
devoted all their time to 
preserving the tremendous 
natural resource we call out 
national forests. But the 
responsibility is not theirs alone. 
We too have a great part to play. 
Those of us who are using the 
public lands share the 
responsibility for preserving these 
resources for future campers to 
enjoy. In that sense we are all 
caretakers.
